LIGHT WINE LICENSE IS ISSUED MAY REMAIN OPEN ON ANY DAY TO 2 A.M. ON 5

wine and liquor license may be exercised are from 6 a.m. to 2 a.m. on the following 9 

day.

and Aldermen of the City of Annapolis, BUT A RESTAURANT FOR WHICH A CLASS B 12 

BEER, WINE AND LIQUOR LICENSE IS ISSUED MAY REMAIN OPEN  TO 2 A.M. ON 13
